The die polishing lines on this piece are diagnostic and strongly 
evident. Note the squared-off rims. There is no fadeaway on the 
4, even at the extreme rim, where 1964 business strikes would 
usually show weakness. Notice the heavy die polishing lines 
running southwest to northeast below TY, and the near-vertical die 
polishing lines above the head, also all diagnostic. The 9 and 6 in 
the date are not pointed, but rather slightly clubby, and there is not 
an obvious top serif on the 1.

Draped bust Small Eagle half dollar of 1796-1797 saw a paltry 
mintage of 3,918 pieces, making it one of the rarest of U.S. type 
coins. This low production figure can be attributed to several 
factors, the most important of which may have been that 
most bullion depositors wanted dollars for their silver, not half 
dollars or smaller denomination coins. Second, an illegal silver 
standard of 0.900 fine in effect for 1794-1795 coinage instead 
of the 0.8924+ prescribed by the Mint Act of 1792 discouraged 
merchants and bankers from bringing silver bullion to the Mint 
for coinage into any denomination (see Don Taxay, U.S. Mint 
and Coinage, p. 89, for a discussion of the effect this illegal 
standard had on the dollar amount depositors received for their 
silver). Third, a yellow fever epidemic forced the closing of 
the mint from late August to late November 1797. Finally, the 
years 1794 and 1795 saw a relatively hefty production of more 
than 300,000 half dollars of the Flowing Hair design type. 

The present 1796 16 stars offering is an amazing coin in 
several respects. It displays excellent design definition for the 
grade, including relatively strong detail in Liberty’s middle and 
lower hair and that atop the head. The date, stars, and letters 
in LIBERTY all stand out, as do the reverse letters, wreath, 
and fraction. About one third of the plumage shows in the 
eagle’s wings while virtually all of the tail feathers are evident. 
Portions of the left (right facing) claw are visible and the right 
(left facing) leg is completely separated from the torso. As these 
features point to relatively strong Fine detail we feel this coin 
has been conservatively graded by PCGS. 

The multicolored toning is another outstanding attribute 
of the present specimen. Light to medium gray patina is 
highlighted by golden-orange, sea-green, rose, and bluish-gray 
on the obverse and subtle apricot and silver-gray on the reverse. 
Two minuscule marks on the right (left facing) breast and a few 
more under the left (right facing) wing will help pedigree the 
coin. The lack of a die crack from the rim through the first four 
stars indicates an earlier die state.

The coin offered here is a 
representative of variety number 3, with the date slightly above 
center and the point of the shield above the serif of the 1 in the 
date. As to the availability of this variety, Breen notes “Rarer 
than preceding.” Considered as a date, examples in PR67

graded no coins in PR67 Cameo, also with none finer. Both 
services have certified a single specimen in PR67 Ultra/Deep 
Cameo, again with none finer (10/10). 

Most 1869 proof dollars were sold as part of the proof sets for 
the year. These sets were quite popular, and auction appearances 
began almost immediately. An 1869 set containing the silver 
dollar was offered as lot 90 of a Valuable Collection of Coins 
and Medals (Edward Cogan, 9/1869), where it realized $3.50. 
Recent auction appearances have been most impressive. The 
spectacular PR67 ★ Cameo dollar in lot 1159 of the Los Angeles 
Signature Auction (Heritage, 7/2009) realized $40,250. 

The present coin is a magnificent Superb Gem specimen, 
with fully struck, frosty devices. The most intricate details 
of Gobrecht’s Seated Liberty design are brought up to full 
advantage on this exquisite example. The pristine fields display 
a fathomless depth of reflectivity, and the field-device contrast 
is profound.

3835 1879 PR68 Cameo NGC. CAC. The year 1879 would see the 
deaths of two important figures in U.S. Mint history. Former 
Mint Director Henry Richard Linderman, who had resigned in 
December 1878 and was the subject of a congressional inquiry 
accusing him of official misconduct, died on January 27 at age 
53, with a cloud of suspicion hanging over him. Linderman 
was an avid numismatist who could not resist the temptation 
to have unusual Mint delicacies made for his own delight and 
profit. Chief engraver William Barber would pass away on 
August 31, after a vacation at the beach. 

Linderman’s successor, Horatio Burchard, took more than 
three months before he announced the appointment of the 
disliked Charles Barber, William’s son, to fill the post. The 
Trade dollar denomination was obsoleted by the Morgan dollar, 
introduced in 1878. Treasury Secretary John T. Sherman was 
a bitter foe of the denomination, ending it (for circulation 
purposes) with the stroke of a pen on February 22, 1878. The 
Trade dollar issues from 1879 through 1883 were proof-only 
affairs. (The 1884 and 1885 Trade dollars were pieces de caprice 
that may have been struck later.) The 1879 leads off the string 
of series-ending proofs, produced to the extent of only 1,541 
pieces. 

Since the Trade dollar series had ended for circulation, savvy 
collectors held on to their low-mintage proof examples. But 
one has to wonder why the proof Trade dollars were issued 
for public consumption for a period of five years inclusive, 
from 1879 through 1883. Perhaps they were made as a 
numismatic smokescreen to keep the public eye away from 
even more elusive fare, including the controversial pattern 
Stellas produced in gold and other metals, and the lovely 
“Schoolgirl” silver dollar patterns, also dated 1879 and designed 
by George T. Morgan, the assistant engraver at the Mint. 

This marvelous 1879 Trade dollar is among the highest- 
graded proofs of the entire issue regardless of date. The fields 
are absolutely pristine and brilliant, with no trace of toning. 
The strike is full throughout, and the deeply mirrored fields 
engender dramatic contrast with the frosty devices. The eye 
appeal is simply outstanding on this unimprovable specimen.

3836 1880 PR68 Cameo NGC. A stunner of a specimen that is as 
close to perfect as a Cameo example can get, at least in the eyes 
of the NGC Census, where it is one of just eight Cameo coins 
graded PR68 with none numerically finer (10/10).

The 1878 Morgan dollar 
is popular as the first date of the design and the only year with 
the eight tail feathers motif.

3842 1878 8TF MS65 PCGS. VAM'20. A Hot 50 Variety. Both sides 
of this Eight Tailfeathers Gem are flashy. The minimally toned 
obverse has a generally cartwheel appearance to the luster, while 
the reverse is more overtly prooflike.(#7072) 

3843 1878 7/8TF Strong MS65 PCGS. CAC. VAM-37. Obvious 
fragments of four additional tailfeathers are evident beneath the 
primary seven tailfeathers. Booming luster sweeps this well struck 
and unmarked first-year Gem. Only a hint of tan toning denies 
full brilliance. One tiny planchet flake (as made) near the shoulder

3844 1878 7TF Reverse of 1878 MS65 PCGS. VAM-84A, R.5.

3972 1892'CC MS65 NGC, The 1892'CC Morgan dollar is always in 
demand because of its charismatic mintmark. The issue is scarce 
in Gem condition, and NGC has certified only 13 coins in higher 
numeric grades (10/10). The present coin is a lustrous Gem, with 
sharply detailed devices. A few short abrasions near Liberty’s lips

3973 1892-0 MS65 PCGS. Although somewhat weakly impressed 
at the centers, this 1892-0 Morgan dollar is a lovely Gem with 
brilliant mint surfaces and wispy toning on both sides.

The high 
points of the well struck devices show light but distinct rub. PCGS 
has certified 56 examples in the various Mint State grades (10/10).

A luminous Choice VF coin with 
prominent lavender and rose aspects to the medium-gray luster. A

Flickers of canary-tinged luster grace 
generally gray fields. A well struck piece that has close to XF details, 
though it also shows a number of small digs in the portrait area.

As an 1895, though, it becomes one of the half-dozen most 
desirable survivors from one of the half-dozen most desirable 
dates in the series. Out of 880 proofs struck, just a half-dozen 
coins have been graded PR68 or finer with the Ultra Cameo or 
Deep Cameo contrast modifier, as of (10/10): four PR68 Ultra 
Cameos at NGC, one PR68 Deep Cameo at PCGS, and one 
PR69 Ultra Cameo at NGC at the top of the list. 

As the reference books are sure to state, only proofs have 
been verified for this issue. While verified is the appropriate 
term, as there are many rumors of circulation-strike survivors 
and a few outside chances (such as an assay coin escaping 
destruction), research in the last few years by Roger W. Burdette 
and other scholars has convincingly slammed the door on most 
theories. One of the 880 proofs, then, is the collector’s only 
hope of completing the date set. 

The 1895 proof issue is known to “come nice” like other 
dates nearby, and if not for the matter of the business strike, 
the 1895 would likely be known as an ideal type issue for the 
series. This specimen shows off how gorgeous examples can 
be, as its deeply reflective mirrors and thickly frosted devices 
are beautiful and perfect opposites. Just a hint of golden color 
touches the reverse rims, and only minor milky patina appears 
in the space under Liberty’s chin.

In the case of the 1876 issue, the Mint Report lists production 
of just 45 specimens, though in the Bowers-Winter reference 
The United States $3 Gold Pieces 1854 - 1889, the authors 
suggest that at least a few more were struck. Garrett and Guth, 
in their Encyclopedia of U.S. Gold Goins, take this premise 
a step further and assert that this second, unrecorded run of 
proofs was struck with a different obverse die from the first. 
In practice, few collectors focus on such concerns, preferring 
simply to acquire an attractive example as a capstone to a set. 

This Select proof, housed in a first-generation holder, 
has appreciable contrast that might qualify it for a Cameo 
designation today. Yellow-gold mirrors show scattered 
cloudiness, but the overall eye appeal is strong. A long, thin 
contact in the upper hair is the most important contributor 
to the grade assigned, though it is also well-hidden and easily 
missed on casual inspection. In sum, this is a specimen that has

The 
fields show noticeable die striations, which in turn give the coin a 
semiprooflike gleam on each side.

4426 1854 MS64 NGC. Garrett and Guth note about this underrated 
issue: “The mintage for the 1854 Philadelphia half eagle is much 
lower than on some of the other so-called common dates for the 
No Motto type. As would be expected, the date is scarce in most 
grades.” They further mention that “Mint State coins are much 
rarer than most price references would indicate.” This near-Gem, 
tied for numerically finest in the combined certified population 
(10/10), is as good a candidate as any for the date to get its due. 
Swirling luster enlivens peach outer hues and yellow interiors.

Originally toned in peach 
and green-gold shades. Luster outlines the letters and devices. The 
fields display only faint marks. Fewer than 20,000 pieces were 
struck.

Sharp VF25 1861'C Fialf Eagle 



4429 1861'C VF25 PCGS. CAC. Variety 1, Only a single die pair 
is known for this final Charlotte issue, struck just prior to the 
start of the Civil War. Per Breen, a small portion of the mintage 
(887 pieces) was struck by the Confederacy, and those coins 
can be identified (Breen-6651) by the presence of a die crack 
above AMERl. The present coin exhibits the die crack, but we 
are nevertheless uncertain whether it represents a Federal or 
Confederate striking. We can say that the devices are well detailed 
for the VF25 grade, and there are no noticeable marks, although 
the left obverse field and upper reverse field are slightly granular.

1892 Half Eagle, PR67 Ultra Cameo 
Single Finest Certified Example 
Incomparable Quality and Eye Appeal 



4461 1892 PR67 Ultra Cameo NGC. By the 1890s, the craftsmen 
of the Philadelphia Mint had thoroughly mastered the art of 
proof coinage. The annual proof set offerings were immensely 
popular with collectors, and the program provided a tidy profit 
every year for the Mint’s coffers. Because of their large intrinsic 
value, gold proofs were ordered less frequently than the minor 
and silver issues, but collectors like Virgil Brand and John M. 
Clapp could be counted upon to order sets every year. The 1892 
proof half eagle claims a comparatively large mintage of 92 
pieces, but the issue seems to be just as rare today as the lower- 
mintage dates of the era. Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth estimate 
only 20-30 examples are extant in all grades. 

The coin offered here may be the finest-known specimen 
of this rare issue. Current population data reveals NGC has 
certified only this coin in PR67 Ultra Cameo, with none finer 
in any designation, while PCGS has graded no specimens in 
their corresponding PR67 Deep Cameo grade, also with none 
finer (10/10). A search of auction records indicates Heritage 
has handled only one 1892 proof with this kind of cameo 
contrast in previous auctions, the PCGS graded Choice proof 
Deep Cameo example in the Long Beach Signature Auction 
(Heritage, 5/2009), lot 1702. As nice as that coin was, it cannot 
compare to this magnificent example. 

The present coin possesses mirrored fields with fathomless 
depths of reflectivity. The surfaces display the characteristic 
orange-peel texture found on the best proofs of the era, while 
the design elements are fully struck and frosty. The profound 
field-device contrast gives the coin an intense black-on-gold 
flash when the coin is tilted in the light. The visual appeal of 
this specimen is breath taking. This coin deserves a place in the 
finest collection or Registry Set. (#98487) 


Still-Mirrored PR55 1903 Half Eagle, An Entry-Point to Classic Proof Gold 



4462 1903 PR55 PCGS. A lightly circulated proof from the brilliant 
era, distinctly rubbed with a number of contacts but also bold 
mirrors remaining in the protected areas of the yellow-gold fields. 
Impaired yet impressive, a coin that could make an affordable 
entry into the world of classic proof gold coinage. Population; 5 
in 55, 42 finer (10/10). (#8498) 
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Prized PR67+ Cameo 1903 Half Eagle 




4463 1903 PR67+ Cameo NGC. In a move well-known to 
enthusiasts today but perplexing to the affluent collectors of the 
era, the Mint after 1901 changed its method of manufacturing 
proof gold. Where the former method involved polishing only 
the exposed fields of the proof dies—the highest portion— 
leaving the device crevices frosted, the change involved 
polishing the device crevices as well. This resulted in proof 
gold coinage in which the pleasing and desired, sometimes 
profound contrast between mirrored fields and frosty devices 
was either reduced or eliminated. 

The changed manufacturing method also means that post- 
1901 proof gold certified as Cameo or Deep/Ultra Cameo is 
considerably more elusive than the pre-1902 coins. 

Dr. Robert Loewinger’s Proof Gold Coinage of the United States 
notes that the proofs “made during the years 1902-1907 have 
satiny or semibrilliant devices rather than frosty devices ... 
.” (The new gold designs introduced in 1907 and 1908 were 
not conducive to production with mentionable field-device 
contrast.) 

The present example is the sole PR67+ Cameo piece 
certified by NGC, with one PR68 Cameo finer (10/10); the 
finest at PCGS are two PR65 Gameo pieces. Among the first 
attributes the viewer notices on this piece, however, is the 
pristine overall surface preservation, with an expectedly full 
strike and virtually no visible contact. A tiny obverse blemish 
near the rim below star 13 is the only mentionable flaw. The 
raised devices—the recessed areas in the die—appear to have 
been polished but not heavily, reducing the overall contrast 
which is notable but not profound. 

This pristine coin is a gorgeous piece, nearly unimprovable 
either technically or aesthetically. It represents another 
important opportunity for connoisseurs of proof gold to obtain a 
splendid piece from this fine collection. (#88498)

4464 1907 PR64 Cameo PCGS. CAC. An unusual and distinctive 
Cameo specimen from the last proof date in the Liberty half 
eagle series, one of just 92 pieces struck.

This lustrous 
example, well struck with a mostly yellow obverse and a more 
orange reverse, has greenish outer accents and grand eye appeal.

1798/7 Capped Bust Eagle, XF45 
Scarce 9x4 Stars, BD-l Variety 



4494 1798/7 9x4 Stars XF45 PCGS. Breen'6836, Taraszka'9, 
BD'l, High R.4. Two varieties of 1798 Capped Bust Right 
eagles are known to numismatists today, both struck from 
1797 obverse dies that were overdated with the later date. The 
reverse die is believed to be one of three created by John Smith 
Gardner in 1796. The present coin represents the BD-l variety, 
easily recognized by the 9x4 obverse star pattern. The 2011 
Guide Book reports the mintage of the BD-l variety as 900 
pieces, but other sources believe as many as 1,600 examples 
may have been struck. Die state evidence indicates this issue 
was actually struck before some of the 1797 dated eagles, further 
confusing the issue. The BD-1 is certainly a scarce variety today, 
with John Dannreuther estimating a surviving population of 
80-100 pieces in all grades. 

As a general rule, collecting large denomination gold coins 
did not become popular until the 1930s, but the early eagles 
are an exception to this axiom. The historical importance of 
these early issues, and the short length of the series (1795- 
1804) tempted many early numismatists to include them in 
their collections. The 1798/7 was prized as a date, and the two 
separate varieties were quickly recognized by early catalogers. 
In lot 851 of the Randall Collection (Woodward, 6/1885), the 
cataloger noted: 

“1798 No. 2; die altered from 1797; 13 stars, 4 of which are 
facing; splendid proof, one of the rarest of the eagles.” 

The present coin shows light wear on the well struck devices, 
but most original detail remains intact. Likewise, most original 
mint luster is still present. The pleasing surfaces are an attractive 
greenish-gold color, and only minor abrasions can be detected. 
A characteristic die crack is observed, from the edge, through L 
in LIBERTY, and through the cap.

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4495 1801—Improperly Cleaned—NGC Details. XK Breen'6843, 
Taraszka'25, BD'2, R.2.

While this example was cleaned in the past, leaving numerous 
hairlines across subdued yellow-gold surfaces, the devices remain 
pleasingly detailed.

Popular Type Issue, BD-Z

4496 1801 MS63 NGC. Breen-6843, BD-2, R.2. The 1801 
Capped Bust Right eagle claims a substantial mintage of 
44,344 pieces, with only two varieties known for the date. 
The present coin represents the more available BD-2 variety, 
recognized by the position of star 8 near the cap, with two 
points aimed at the cap, and star 13 near the bust. A new 
style of punch was used for the obverse stars, with long spindly 
points. John Dannreuther estimates the BD-2 variety accounts 
for 30,000-40,000 pieces of the original mintage, with a 
surviving population of 600-800 examples in all grades. The 
date enjoys great popularity with type collectors, because it is 
the most available issue of the series in high grade. 

One mystery concerning the 1801 eagle is the series of 
die marks showing boldly at the top fold of the cap on many 
specimens. In his notes, Harry Bass reported, “Nine vertical 
spines in cap,” but he did not speculate on the cause of this 
feature. Anthony Taraszka attributed the spines to clash marks 
from the shield on the reverse, but the marks do not line up 
correctly to fit this explanation. The spines remain a tantalizing 
mystery for specialists to puzzle over. 

The present coin is an impressive Select Mint State example, 
with sharply defined design elements. Fine detail is evident on 
Liberty’s hair, and the star centers are boldly impressed. The 
enigmatic spines are clearly visible on the cap. The pleasing 
surfaces are a light greenish-gold color, and show only minor, 
grade-consistent abrasions. Vibrant, original mint luster 
radiates from all surfaces, and the visual appeal is compelling.

4497 1803 Extra Star—Improperly Cleaned—NGC Details, AU. 

Legendary 
numismatist Harry W. Bass, Jr. is credited with the discovery of 
the extra star on the reverse of the present variety. Among the 
two Large Reverse Stars varieties known for the date, only BD-5 is 
collectible, since BD-d is extremely rare. 

The orange-gold surfaces are a bit bright from cleaning. Light 
wear has removed the traces of the “extra star” from the rightmost 
cloud. Die adjustment marks run northeast to southwest in the 
center obverse. A couple of other diagonal adjustment marks on 
the lower hair curls and adjacent field run northwest to southeast. 
The surfaces otherwise display only light abrasions, and a wealth of

4503 1853 MS60 NGC. A relatively high mintage issue but the vast 
majority of survivors are XF or less with Mint State pieces quite 
elusive, as are most gold coins from this decade.

4498 1850 Large Date AU55 PCGS, CAC. A canary-gold No Motto 
example that is devoid of distracting marks. Luster emerges from 
design elements, especially on the reverse.

4499 1850 Small Date XF45 PCGS. CAC. The elusive Small Date 
with significant space between the date and the nearby devices.

The present coin is a well detailed, lightly worn 
specimen, with orange-gold surfaces, and much original mint luster.

4507 1856'S XF45 NGC. Medium S. A bright and well defined 
representative of the early San Francisco Mint, which struck 
far more double eagles during the 1850s than all other gold 
denominations combined.

4510 1861 AU53 NGC. Rounded Bun subtype. Well struck in the 
centers for this Civil War date, though the peripheral stars 
show more typical softness.

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4511 1869'S VF35 PCGS. CAC, A yellow-orange example with faint 
luminosity through lightly abraded fields, worn just beyond the XF 
threshold but highly appealing.

4512 1871 XF45 NGC. The 1871 is one of the many unheralded 
rarities of the Liberty eagle series.

4513 1871'S XF45 PCGS. Each auction we are reminded of the 
absolute and conditional scarcity of S-mint gold and silver coins 
from the 1860s and 1870s. The reason is obvious when one thinks 
about it. There was a good reason the federal government opened 
a mint in San Francisco, with the vast amounts of precious metals 
being mined there was a pressing need to convert the locally mined 
raw ore into spendable coinage.

4519 1880-0 AU50 PCGS. This rare date New Orleans eagle has much 
more luster than the usual AU50 Liberty ten, and the strike is sharp 
throughout. Faint horizontal roller marks on the cheek are of mint 
origin. Expect to pay a sizeable premium for this pleasing green- 
gold example, which is encapsulated in an old green label holder.

4706 1901 PR66 Cameo NGC. The 1901 double eagle is considered 
one of the relatively common proof issues of the Type Three 
design, despite a mintage of only 96 coins, and a survival in 
the range of 40 to 50 coins. Many of the survivors are impaired, 
with others just below the Gem grade level. This was the last 
issue where cameo coins are available, with the NGC Census 
Report showing 31 of the 42 certified coins have a Cameo or 
Ultra Cameo designation. From 1902 to the end of the series, 
only about half of all submissions have been called Cameo and 
just four coins are considered Ultra Cameo. This 1901 double 
eagle is highly important for type collectors. 

Both sides have fully lustrous and satiny yellow-gold devices 
with deeply mirrored fields. A few faint hairlines are evident on 
each side of this highly desirable and attractive example. Faint 
bluish patina is evident in the protected areas that adds to the 
overall aesthetic presentation. 

NGC has only certified four examples of this date in PR66 
Cameo, with one each in PR66 Ultra Cameo and PR67 Ultra 
Cameo, the only two coins that are graded finer by the Florida 
firm (10/10). A single PR66 Cameo example is the finest that 
PCGS has certified. The total certified population is 6% of the 
original mintage, an unrealistically high percentage. There is 
no doubt that all of the NGC and PCGS population figures, 
including a total of 83 coins, includes numerous resubmissions.

Details. AU. The scarcer Flat Rim variety of this iconic double eagle 
issue, one of only 4,000 or so examples so made.

4708 1907 High Relief, Wire Rim MS62 NGC, CAC. The 1907 High 
Relief Saint-Gaudens double eagle has been called the most beautiful 
regular-issue U.S. coin. The High Relief was struck in two formats, the 
Flat Rim and Wire Rim styles, with the present coin representing the 
more available Wire Rim variety. The Wire Rim is a thin piece of metal 
that was extruded between the collar and the die when the coin was 
struck, forming a fin around the circumference of the coin. This feature 
was considered a flaw at the time of striking, but it has come to be prized 
by modern collectors, as an illuminating artifact of mint technology. 

The present coin is an impressive orange-gold specimen, with 
satiny mint luster, and few abrasions for the grade. Like most High 
Reliefs, the strike is razor-sharp on the central devices, but some 
softness shows on the peripheral devices. (#9135) 


Flat Rim 1907 Saint-Gaudens Twenty, AU Details 


4707 1907 High Relief, Wire Rim—Damaged—NGC Details. Unc. 
A satiny yellow-gold representative of this famous, coveted, and 
scarce issue. The devices have full detail, with no evidence of 
wear seen on Liberty’s raised knee or her chest. The crest of the 
eagle’s front wing also lacks rub. The NGC assessment appears

4710 1907 High Relief, Flat Rim MS67 NGC. Numismatists are 
familiar with Augustus Saint-Gaudens’ eagle and double eagle, 
but his oeuvre included statues, bas-reliefs, medallions, cameos, 
and works in other media. As a teenager he began his career 
with an apprenticeship to a cameo-cutter before he left for Paris 
in 1867. Although he was able to make some money selling 
cameos in New York City, by his own accounts they did not 
sell well in Paris, where other artists were more skillful. Saint- 
Gaudens would soon create works on a grander scale, but his 
experience with cameo-cutting would come in handy when he 
was commissioned to design medals and, later, coins. 

It is impossible to say which of Saint-Gaudens’ many works 
was the most important, but certainly his statue of General 
William Tecumseh Sherman is one of the most lauded, and 
the figure of Victory (Nike) in the monument would later be 
used as a model for the double eagle. This statue also brought 
Saint-Gaudens into contact with Roosevelt, who was vice 
president at the time, and their collaboration would later result 
in the beginning of the American coinage renaissance. 

Saint-Gaudens wanted his statue of Sherman to be 
positioned near Grant’s Tomb, which was completed in 1897, 
for artistic and historical reasons. Roger Burdette (2006) writes, 
“After a chance meeting on a train returning from the Buffalo 
Exhibition in May 1901, he sought the intervention of vice- 
president Theodore Roosevelt in an attempt to secure his 
preferred location of the statue.” 

Although Roosevelt was unsuccessful and the statue was 
placed at the southeastern corner of New York’s Gentral Park, 
he did not forget his encounter with Saint-Gaudens. Less 
than four years later, Roosevelt would ask Saint-Gaudens to 
redesign some of the country’s coins. The coins were Saint- 
Gaudens’ final project, and the 1907 High Relief double eagle 
was the fitting capstone to the artist’s distinguished career. 

The physical perfection of this coin makes one realize why 
Theodore Roosevelt was so proud of these pieces and why he 
used them for presentation purposes. The surfaces are essentially 
perfect. We just do not see any flaws on either side—they may 
exist—we simply do not see them. The bright yellow-golden 
surfaces display radiant mint luster, and the striking details are 
complete throughout (note the separation of the letters at the 
top of the reverse from the rim). In sum, a simply incredible 
survivor.

4711 1907 High Relief PR62 NGC. In his 1913 Reminiscences, 
Homer Saint-Gaudens quoted his late father: “A sculptor’s 
work endures so long it is next to a crime for him not to do 
everything in his power to produce a good result.” This quote 
forms the basis for understanding the complete catalog of works 
by Saint'Gaudens from his days as a cameo cutter until his final 
days when he was working with Henry Hering on the designs for 
the ten and twenty dollar gold pieces. Saint-Gaudens produced 
several medals, but his most renowned works in small format 
are the ten and twenty dollar gold pieces. The artistic nature 
of these coins makes them his most affordable and accessible 
sculptural works. 

The sculptural nature of Saint-Gaudens double eagle is best 
brought out by the pinpoint precision of the proof strikings. 
This piece has all the elements required of a proof. The design 
elements display extreme sharpness, both in the centers 
and at the peripheries; there is an absence of die erosion or 
distortion; numerous, raised die polishing lines are evident 
and are particularly bold on this piece as a proof rather than 
a business strike; no radial flow lines are evident giving the 
coin a uniformly satiny surface; and there is a slight build-up 
of extruded metal just inside the borders at some places which 
is a result of additional strikes from the hydraulic press. Close 
examination with a loupe reveals a few scattered contact marks, 
but the only one worthy of mention is in the reverse field 
between the upper and lower wings of the eagle. (#9132)
